This year the party payng the an 
nual treaty to the Indians of the north 
will travel in a style and comfort 
hitherto unknown by the men who 
make the early trip to the north. A 
large houseboat, constructed by the 
Alberta Motor Boat Works, is taking 
the government men down, the party 
travelling under the aegis of the Hud 
son's Bay Company. 

The houseboat “H.B.C.,” which is 
conveying the party to the habitate of 
the Dogrib and the Slave, is resplen 
dent in vivid green hull, red water 
line and white deck house with a flag 
staff in the bows flaunting the flag of 
the H.B.C. and the Red Ensign float 
ing from the stern.
